I,  OG-.V/.i ,  Koisoi,  make  oath  and  any  as  follows* 

I  am  presently  a  teacher  in  the  middle  schools. 

I  was  educated  in  the  schools  of  Japan  and  as  a  student  in  the  Japanese 
schools  and  lator  as  a  tonchor  I  an  familiar  with  the  various  subjects  taught  in 
Japanoso  schools  from  the  elementary  schools  up  to  and  including  the  universities. 

Military  training  was  initiated  in  tho  public  schools  in  Japan  about 
1886,  continuing  aflor  tho  Japonoso-Chincoe  War  of  1896  to  World  War  I,  .if tor 
World  War  I  thoro  was  a  liberal  trond  in  tho  schools,  resulting  in  the  fact  that 
little  attention  was  given  military  training,  lectures  or  teaching.  Such  liboral 
trend  existed  until  about  1925  when  rogular  «rmy  officers  wore  assigned  to  tho 
schools  for  the  purposo  of  touching  military  Subjects  and  giving  military  leotures 
and  training* 

The  teaching  of  subjects  of  a  military  naturo  by  the  rogular  Army 
officers  was  continued  thoreaftor,  and  increased  shortly  beforo  tho  Manchurian 
Inoidont  in  1931* 

In  1937  u  complete  reorganization  of  tho  school  systom  was  started 
under  Marquis  KIDO  qs  Minister  of  Education,  This  reorganization  was  furthered 
by  Genoral  ARAKI  when  ho  became  Minis  tor  of  Education,  Tho  result  of  this  re¬ 
organization  in  tho  school  systom  was  that  uaro  school  timo  was  dovotod  to  military 
training  and  touching  of  subjects  of  a  military  naturo,  tho  domination  of  tho 
military  over  the  school  system  boooming  so  apparent  aftor  1937  that  tho  schools 
wero,  far  all  practical  purposes,  undor  tho  full  control  of  the  military#  Touch arc 
wore  roquirod  to  cooperato  fully  with  tho  program  of  incluonting  into  the  student 
minds  an  ultra-nationalistio  and  militaristic  spirit*  Toxtbooks  and  materials 
woro  altorod  or  changed}  becoming  of  a  docidod  militaristic  and  ultra-nationalistic 
nature#  the  curriculum  being  so  organized  as  to  plaoo  primary  importance  upon 
military  and  ultra- nationalistic  idoas#  Suoh  training  and  teaching  tendod  to  in- 
spiro  in  tho  studonts  a  glorification  of  war  and  tho  idoa  that  futuro  wars  woro 
neoossary  and  produotivo  for  Japan;  that  it  was  tho  duty,  mission  and  dostiny  of 
Japan  to  bo  the  loading  nation  in  tho  Great  Far  East,  and  as  such  to  control  tho 
Groat  Far  East. 

Immediately  preceding  tho  Manchurian  Incident,  it  was  tcught  to  tho 
students  in  tho  schools  as  well  as  to  tho  Japanese  public  that  it  was  necessary 
for  Japan  to  oontrol  Manchuria  for  tho  following  reasons*  (l)  That  Manchuria 
was  tho  lifeline  of  Japan;  (2)  that  Japan  required  tho  resources  of  Manchuria; 
and  (3)  that  Japanoso  soldiors  had  fought  and  diod  far  this  purposo  in  the 
Japanese-Rusao  war* 

Following  tho  China  Inoidont  of  1937  students  woro  taught  it  was  Japan’  1 
holy  mission  to  daminato  China  and  force  China  to  cooperate  with  Japan  in  further 
anoo  of  a  program  which  would  result  in  Japan’s  controlling  the  Groat  Far  3ast. 

Early  in  1941  students  wero  taught  that  Japan’s  failure  to  oontrol 
Chinn  was  duo  to  tho  assistance  given  Chinn  by  tho  Unitod  States  and  Great  Britai: 
suoh  tocohing  dirooting  tho  attention  of  tho  Japanoso  studonts  and  the  Japanese 
publio  to  the  Unitod  Status  end  Groat  Britain  as  tho  principal  enemies  of  Japan,

and  by  those  uothods  aad  such  teachings  inoluo'tod  tho  studonts  and  people  with 
tho  dosiro  for  wa_-  cgeiuvt  tho  United  3tatos  and  Great  Britain. 

As  an  oduoator  in  tho  oleoontary  schools  and  frem  ay  personal  knowledge 
and  exporionco  as  a  student  in  tho  various  sohools  of  dopant  it  is  cy  opinion  that 
tho  military  training,  looturos  and  tonohings  given  to  tho  studonts  in  tho  otoaoa- 
syp'.J/ft  sohools  had  tho  offoct  of  croc  ting  in  tho  studonts  a  militaristic  and  ultra- 
nationalistio  spirit,  a  glorification  of  war,  a  belief  that  wars  wore  produotivo 
and  nooossary  for  tho  f u*uro  welfare  of  Japan,  and  that  tho  Jepanoso  as  a  race 
wore  superior  to  all  othor  peoples  and  had  tho  effoot  of  preparing  tho  studonts 
for  future  wars  of  aggression*
